Abortive Revolt Plot 
In Italy Reported By 
Returning Travelers 


NEW YORK, (lP)—Americans just | 
returned from Italy said today Be- 
nito Mussolini averted a revolution 
recently by sending his cabinet min- 
isters to the front and having Gen. 
Pietro Badoglio, former chief of the 
general staff, chased into the palace 
of King Victor Emanuel. 

Badoglio was to have led the re- 
volt and the ministers were support- 
ing the plot, travelers said. Mus- 
solini, they said, learned of it in 
time to thwart it. Badoglio was pro- 
tected by his friend, the King, they | 
said. | 

The informants arrived yester- { 
day evening on the American export 
lines ship Exeter from Lisbon. 

They said Italians were growing 
more resentful of the German 
troops in Italy. This hostility was 
most in evidence among Italian sol- 
diers and among waiters in restau- 
rants who were annoyed at the Ger- 
mans’ impatiencee over the Italians’ 
inability to understand them.

Jugoslavia girded herself today 
for war at any moment and Ger- 
many described relations between 
the two nations as having deterior- 
ated to the point of “grave crisis.” 

Every possible precaution was tak- 
en by the Jugoslavs. It was report- 
ed that Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden and the British Imperial Chief 
of Staff Gen. Sir John G. Dill, had 
arrived at Belgrade for conferences 
with the Jugoslav high command. 

There was nothing in the talk of 
Nazi commentators at Berlin to in- 
dicate that a peaceful solution of 
the German-Jugoslav embroilment 
would be found. In Berlin it was/ 
claimed that mistreatment of the 
German minority was increasing, 
that German leaders had been ar- 
rested and that demonstrations in 
Jugoslav provinces were growing 
worse. 

The return to Berlin of the Ger- | 
man minister, Viktor Von Heeren, 
was cited as indicatve of the gravity

Figures On Brtish Losses Appear To Show 


Superiority In Attack Is H

Announcement today from Lon- 
don that British shipping losses for 
the week ending March 23, had 
dropped to 59,141 tons shows the 
battle of the Atlantic as not moving 
toward victory for Hitler. Although 
losses of British merchantmen re- 
main somewhat serious, they have 
not produced a critical situation nor 


| one beyond remedy. 


Throughout March there has been 
a progressive decline in the suc- 
cess of Germany's intensified sub- 
marine campaign. For the week 
ending March 2nd ships sunk to- 
taled 141,314 tons, followed the next 
week by 98,832 tons, and the suc-| 
ceeding week by 94,402 tons. 

In four weeks the destruction of | 
British ships has fallen by 60 per 
cent. That is one of the largest 
drops during any month of the war' 
and comes at a time which the} 
Fuehrer had indicated would mark 
the start of the final operations of | 
the war leading to German victory | 
this year.

Not only is it 
difficult for young German U-boat 
commanders to estimate the tonnage 
of ships attacked but also it is a rec- 
ognized part of German tactict to 
improve on enemy losses and min- 
imize their own for home consump- 
tion. 

The heavy sinkings at the begin- 
ning of March followed later by 
such striking declines, indicates 
once more that only a few sub- 
marine commanders have superior 
skill and when they return to their 
bases to refuel the work of destruc- 
tion falls off. It is the U-boats that 
have to bear the brunt of the of- 
fensive in the Atlantic rather than 
surface raiders or airplanes.
